Ife had r pasted to be allowed 
todant with the matter, The Wai wu-pu disre- 
garded him, ignored tha regulations, and had 
Mlowal far-ignordto ill teaat and inauli Chios.

Strangely late in the day, the queat‘on of 
the Japancse occupation of the Korea 
appears at last to be attracting somo atten- 
tion in the home papers; and same tardy 
sympathy is being expressed that an “old 
Empire’'—as it is styled —ehould have to all 
intenta and purposes, passed awny. It was 
certainly remarkable that at the time when 
the Japanese took what every one recognised 
to be nothing less than possession of the 
country, scarcely a word was anid hy way af 
comment either in the Press orin diplomatic 
quarters. The event in fact was accepted 
as a matter of course and, hard as this 
may appear to be ia some respects, it 
is scarcely to be wondered at when the 
antecedent facts are taken inta due cuo- 
sideration. 
Korea has given the same story of the utfer 
weuk ness and corruption of the Governme: t, 
and of the bo; elessress of any reform fr-eun 
within. veri writers like Mrs, Brsnop, 
who had an honest wlimiration for a certain 
side of the Korenn character, could not help

the country which could leave no doubt in 
the mind of any impartial reader that Korea 
had sunk to a level of corruption and 
weakness compared with which China would 
appear a well governed nation.

Hongkong Covernment has already been 
reminded hy an ceclesiastical petition of its 
reaponsibility in similar circumstances, hut 
it in in nm stranger positicn than a mere 
municipal council, and it ia wiscly waiting 
to look before it leaps. It ix clear enough 
that “abolishing license] opium houses - 
merely means relaxing official supervision 
and control of the consumption, which, 
experience has shown, in Australia and 
elsewhere, cannot be stopped, though it be 
made illegal, and costly, aud difficult. Mr. 
D. Lanpa.e, Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, explainc] that tho hesitation of 
himsclf and his colleagues was not influenced 
hy considerations of revenuc, — From an 
administrative and police puint of view they 
had no doubt that while opium was freely 
brought into the Settlement, the lower class 
Chinese would find places in which to assom- 
ble and smoke it. Coolic hongs and lodging 
‘houses would becoine unlicensed opium dens, 
and probably dogencrate into rendezvous 
for criminals, The police would be kept 
busy harassing lodging-house keepers, and 
possibly disoryanize all covlie life and 
Jabour in tho Settlement. Such results 
could be better obviated ly going to work 
cautiously and gradually, So far as the 
Chinese Governinent’s attitude was con- 
cerned, ho held it impossible net ts he 
sceptical. Many officials were sincere, no 
doubt, but there was no gencral programe 
of reform apparent. ‘They had to face the 
possibility of China catablishing in four or 
five years a lucrative monepaly, and of a 
row of deng rising in the outskirts secure 
from the supervision of the foreign police. 
Lotteries were being run on their boarders, 
regardless of their protests, and opium dens 
would be, if they imimedsttely closed all 
within tho SetQlement. When China re- 
stricted the cultivation aud importation, 
when less of the drug entered Shanghai, 
they could easily meet the ew con: 
ditions by reducing the facilities for 
consumption accordingly, The British 
Government had, however, requested them 
to do more than keep pace with native 
reform. They were advised to be ahead of 
it, to encourave it by their example. They 
therefore propesed ta close one fourth of 
the opium heuses in the Settlement, nud in 
another yeur, if the Chinese seemed then 
still in carnest, they could yo further, until 
finally (in two more years, they hoped) all 
would be closad. ‘To Shanghai, the loss of 
revenue did not matter. Mr. LANDALE said : 

The tolal abolition of cpium smoking, which

CHENESE TURKESTAN. 
oy eae a A eee 
(Dady Pree, March 28th) 

Until withia the Iastetwenty oc thirty 
years weoomay be sail to have kaown 
practically nothing of the lupe treet, 
generally known im Europe aa Eastern, 
or Chinese Turkestan, but called by the 
Chinese the Sin Kiang, or New Confine, 
wag told us hy the 
Buddhist pilgrin Yueu Chwang, of sane 
five centuries later the groat traveller of the 
Middle Ages, Marco Polo. The first in 
modern times to lift the veil of obscurity, 
and from personal experience throw new 
light on the countey was Robert Shaw, the 
British Commixsoner at Ladak, who in 
1a64- made an adventareud journey to 
Kashesar, then rulel by Yakub, — the 
whe at the time seemed 
likely ta revelivionme the entire of thi 
distriat up te the frontiers of Cains aul 
establich in the place of the ill-organised 
rule ef China, a really powerful and well 
condneted realin, quite capable of resiating 
areressiou trom owithaut. Tha iatarest 
thereby ceat-d in the country led to his 
exantple loinme followal by many athar 
explorers, Dritiss, French, Russian, aod 
lyet, but not by any meang lonst, the great 
Swe lish traveller Sven Helin. The result 
ot these various explorations is that at the 
moment the physical foatures of the lanl, 
its river systein, botany, productions, and to 
a lesser extent ita ethnology, aro fairly well 
known. Toere wis still, however, room for 
others te go over th ground aad stady its 
arch ogy, as well aa its modern cconomic 
aspect; th» former has been nobly taken 
up by De Aurel Stein, acting for the Indian 
Government; while Taeutenant Colonel 
Brace, form rly in command of the Chinese 
Repiment at Weihai, and now administering 
the extremely important and responsible 
post of Captain Superintond-nt of Police to 
the Munictpal Council of Shaaghal, desirous 
ou bis way out to the East to vary the route, 
has produced a book, setting forth from

THE GOVERNOR AND DUMPING, 


—~#LE. the Governor bad a reception of mem- 
bers of the Kaifong Committees on March 23rd 
when there were about 200 present, including 
Ton. Mr. Brewin, Hon. Dr, Ho Kai, Hoo. Mr. 
Wei Yuk, Mr. Lin Chu Pak, Mr. Fung Wa 
Chun, and others. Ifis Exe+llaucy addressed 
the company on the subject of the abandonment 
of bodies in streets and in the harbour—150!

CHINESE NAVAL SALUTS WIPES OUT INSULT 
TO JAPANESE FLAG. 


The historic vessel which brought about suoh 
a critical condition of affairs between Chios and 
Japan is now lying off Wanchai, clos: to tha 
German cruiser. She left Canton oa March 
220d and should have reached Hongkong 
about eleven o'clock the same night. However 
she grounded in Capsiman Pass at half past 
five and had to remsiao there till eleven o'clock 
when she rose with the tide and came off the 
bank without assistance.

Prior to hee liberation there was an interest. 

Just before 
noon on the 19th inst. the Japanese Consul in 
Canton, accompanied by onelof his secretaries, 
and the representative of Ataka and Company, 
the agents of the “ Tatsu Maru,”’ went on board 
the ship where thay were joined by the Chief of 
the Foreign Office, Admiral Li and other 
Chinese officials, ‘The Japanese Consul ad- 
drassed the crew of the ship, and at a signal 
given by him the Chinese cruiser ‘ Kwong Li" 
displayed the Japanse fisg at ber mainmast and 
at the samo time the Consul hoisted the Japanese 
flag on the “ Tatsu Maru.” The incident was 
describ:d by onlookers as thrilling and the 
proosedings throughout were decidedly cordial. 
‘Then when the flaga were displayed the “ Kwong 
Li," the flagship of Admiral Li, fired a salute 
of 21 guns, ‘I'here ware five other Chinese 
crnisers anchored beside the steamer, The 
“Tatsu Maru ' affair is now regarded as closed, 
and little attention was given to the steamer 
on March 23rd 


THE BOYCOTT. 


The attempt by local Chinese to institute a 
boycott of Japanese goods still continues, but the 
police are so energetic in the matter that there 
is little possibility of its making headway, 
When thove responsible for the posters found 
that these were baloe taken down by the police, 
they resorted to another method. The latest 
plau is tosend a man round with a bandle of 
what looks lika letters, but instead of being 
handed to addressees they are stuck on the wall 
whenever opportunity offsrs, which means 
when there are not toomany onlookers. These 
‘le ters’ beara more stroogly worded_incita- 
tion to boycott than the posters. The characters 
have been interpreted aa follows.’ ‘‘ The Japa- 
nese are barbarous to humbug us Chinese, Our 
Government does not love its people, who, of 
course, are weeping, and if the Chinese have a 
boycott of the Japanese immediately, you will 
geo that their anvibilation may be oxpeoted in a 
few years hence.”

LAU YEONG WOOD V. STANDARD OIL CQ, 

This action bag been before me on two previous 
occasions; and it is material for me briefly 
to refer to my former decisions in order to make 
the present proceedings clear.

These two discussions were, from the rery 
nature of the dispute, most vigorously con- 
tested; and I como to the trial of the action 
with my mind fall of arguments tonding to 
prejudice my judgment: 1 am bound to say 
there was almost ag much prejudice against 
one side as against the other.

I turn now to another branch of the subject. 
A number of English decisions were referred to, 
and, although I havea donbt on the question 
whether they are applicable, I shall deal with 
them as exhaustively as possible, so that the time 
which has been devoted to their consideration 
may be turned to the profitable use of serving 
jas a guide {o contractors and others in the 
|future. All the questions with which I have to 
deal may be referred to as arising under the 
counterclaim. 

I think it canvot fail to have struck even the 
l lesrned Counsel who relied on these cases, how 
very inapplicable many of them seemed to be, on 
the face of them to Chinese contractors. Now 
lof course Englisu decisions must be followed in 
this Court if they are applicable to the circam- 
stances whch come before it. Buta great part 
of elaborate superstructure of argument which 
those cages have reared on the building contract 
depends on what is common knowledge or com- 
mon understanding among coutractors and their 
employers in England. ‘lo take a recent case 
decided in the Court of Appeal in 1902, re 
Ford and Benrose's Arbitration, the whole judg- 
ment depends either on well-ascertained practice 
and some other fact which is also well-ander- 
atood. Are (hose things equally well ascertained 
and understood among the Chinese and the 
{Europeans in this Colony? It by no means 
ifollows. I am anxious not to lay down too 
‘startling a doctrine. but I have bad this question 
present in my mind ever since I have presided 
Is the whole of the elaborate 
‘caxo-law of England applicable to the ciroum- 
i stances of the Colony ? English law is only in 
‘force here under the Charter in so far as it may 
be applicable, and when I coms to a series uf 
decisions, the key note to which is the custom or 
practice of a certain class of people who enter 
'into contrao!s in Eng.and, I hesitate to apply 
. them as of necessity to the people in Hongkong. 
i Tene onses ara for the most part a highly 
elaborated structure reared by onstom and 
| practice, but resting at bottom on the intention 
| of the parties, the basis of contract among all 
“peoples. ‘Chat the principles’ of the English 
'law uf contract extend to Hongkong there is’ 
‘of cuurse no doubt. and that decisions given 
in England since the Charter, in so far aa they

iapplication oases, and when, ag I say, 1 find

I referred to this question 
during the argument, and Mr. Pollock very 
pertinently asked - What are solicitors to do 
in advising their clients, if they are not to 
follow English ovwe-law¥ for it would ssem as 
if this principle which I am endeavouring to 
make claar would send them adrift from their 
-moorings. [think the answer is simple. In 
drawing up a contract where ove of the parties 
is a Chinese, they must try and ascertain the 
real intention of the parties, “ parties’ in the 
plural [ cannot-help thinking from cases which 
have come before me that a Chinaman’s inotea- 
‘tion is very often assumed to be that which 
is in the mind:«f the European with whom he 
is contracting. Take thesimple facts connected 
with the entering into this contract. The 
agreement between the parties was come to on 
the strength of cartain documents, the cuntract 
rsaigned afterwards.

they are accurate. 

I ‘must interpose this remark,—That this 
‘doctrine ir, so far as I can sce, not the doctrine 
laid down in Thorne’s case : what was there 
decided was that an action would not Jie against 
the principle on an implied warranty that the 
architect's plan was capable of execution: but 
I certainly understand the Lords to say that 
they did not decide that the contractor could 
not have sued on a quanthm meru:t for the 
extra work entailed by the necessary change in 
the plans owing to their insufficiency, if he had 
taken the proper steps to do so. The action 
on the suppoged warranty seems to have been 
an ingenious legal argument devised by one 
of the cleverest lawyers at the Bar, Mr. Ben- 
jamin, in order to get tho contractor cut of 
the difficult position in which he had placed 
himself. However this may be, there se«ma no 
doubt from subsequent cases that in English 
law the quantities as supplied by the architect or 
engineer are held to be no part of the contract.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The annnal genoral meeling of this Chamber 
was held at Sharghai on March 16th. There 
were present Mr. W. D. Little (Chairman) and 
representalivea of Messrs. Scott, Harding & Co, 
Olivier & Co., “ North-China TTerald,” Char-

The notice convening the mecting was read

~- The Chairman—Gentlemen, the report and 
accounts have been in your hands for somo timo, 
and with your permission we will taka them 
ag read. Wo have to thank Mr. Beswick for 
' auditing the accounts. The membership is the 
same as on December 31, 1906, namely 136, 
The Conservancy of the Huangpu progresses, 
and although recently subjected to some 
criticism will, I venture to believe, continue to 
develop satisfactorily. Currency reform and 
Trade Marks Regulations continne to form 
the subject of discussion, but would seem to 
remain far from atiainment. The imitation hy 
i the Japanese of well-known trade marks and 
the defects of the Japaneso rogistration laws 
have been the subject of somo correspordence 
and will doubtless have the carnest attantion of 
the incoming Committee. A recent Reuter's 
telegram stated that it was understood io 
London that an agreement would shortly be 
concluded with Japan for the protection of 
British {rade marke. Wo await with intercst 
some further advices on the subject. At the 
last annual meeting your Chairman closed his 
remarks with the observation that tho year 1906 
had not been remarkable for any particular 
incident, bat tha depression in piooa goods ad 
shipping had been marked and tha general 
result dull. The maio feature of [9.7 has been 


severe lorses in import and export. Tha 
current year shows improvement in pro- 
spects in some directions, ttocke of 


stapler, articles of impart have been reduced, 
but in all kinds of fancies stocks sara atill 
excessive. The credit rystem inaugurated in 
recent yeara at a greaf. northern port, which 
formerly drew its supplies largely from Shang- 
hai, seems likely to be abandoned.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT 


SHANGHAI RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the rafapayors of 
Shanghni, on March 20th, wasattanded by £37 
rateptyers, an advance of sixteen per cant. 
over any previons atfendanca. This increasa 
was apparently due to interest in opium regula- 
tions within the Sat{lement. 

The Chief Justice, Sir [Havilland de Sius- 
marez, presided. and fold tha meeting that 
although the Council’x Figancial Statement 
had not been published for as long a period 
prior to that meeting as tho Regulations called 
for, the proceedings of tho mecting would not 
be invalid, if they agreed to go on without 
adjournment.—No adjournment was demanded. 

Mr. Landale, Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, then explained various items of tho 
accounts, Defence and police had bean better 
provided fur, Owing to the abolition of corporal 
punishment, the jail accommodation had to be 
increased, Within the Sottloment the Health 
Department worked well, but its success 
was spoilad by neglect outside. Tho excension 
of the Settlement had helped to improve 
this state of things. On public music T's. 
49,090 were spent. This had been much 
criticised, but he thought it well spent. 
Pablic Works went on well, and this yoar 
there was large extraordinary expenditure un- 
der that hoad, bridges and tramways baing 
the ohiaf itema, There was a surplus (ordinary) 
of Tls, 372,900, but altogether a deficit to carry 
forwarded of Tle. 202,000, Bridges had cast 
mora than was expected. and Tis. 44,000 in 
excess of the appropriation had been spent on 
new roads: 

The Rov. Hf. V.S. Myers said the delay in 
publishing the financial report was unqnestion- 
ably avoidable. It was only another instance of 
official indifference to dnty. Ag it wag, it 
produced in his mind an impression of ox- 
travagance. Thea estimates for 1907 were 
generous and liborsl, yet the Conneil 
bad exceeded them by T's, 67,000, and only 
reductions an Pulice, Public Works, and the 
Fire Brigade had they avoided a further excess 
of Ts. 46,000, or Tla. 113.000 in all) This was 
unwarranted, and should not hava been made 
without the sanction of the ratepayers. — It 
seemed they did nat alect servants, bat masters, 
who ignored thair desires and did as they plasged 
(murmaors and applaus».) The Secretariat had 
got Ty, 21.000 in exceay, and yet it could net 
prodnea the statement in fime.
